The committee admits that an error was 
made in giving out the contest notifica- 
tions, and has so advised R. II. Rcrick, of 
Lagrange, one of the Roosevelt delegates 
chosen in this district. 


This sets aside the rumor that the re-

Twelfth district in its contests, and bears 
out the views held by many local party' 
leaders, both Roosevelt and Taft sup- 
porters^that the announcement of a con- 
test for Mr. Kcrick's seat was a mistake. 
Mr. Uerick was notified by National 
Secretary Hayward two days ago that 
his scat was to be contested. At first 
some of thc Roosevelt men believed that 
a plan was to be mapped out for Tafts 
support from' the district regardless of 
the overwhelming sentiment for Colonel 
Roosevelt. 


The news at first created a furore

\ Washington. May 31.-Whether or not 
there shall be an .effective "fourth arm" 
of the United States army is a question 
•which is interesting military people in 
Washington today. It is interesting not 
onlv to "war department officials, but also 
the legislators in the capitol, for 
the 


House, which has already shown its teeth 
in the matter of cutting down the cavalry 
branch of the service, recently passed a 
resolution calling on Secretary Stimson 
for any and all information which he 
mipht have relative to aerial navigation 
in "foreign countries, this governments 
aerial equipment and the department 
plans for'future development. 
" -Compared with other countries, the 
u:«sent aerial equipment of the United 
States is small. The total possessions 
sail ihcir value arc as follows: Dirigible 
balloon, $6.750: equipment for same. 
?7 940: hvdrogcn generating plant 
at

How Money Will be Used. 


The department has remaining §32,000

lurchase of such additional machines be- 
ore the first of July as may be possible. 


One of the most 
valuable pieces cf 


aerial property owned by the govern- 
ment is not in use, but is on exhibition 
along with geological specimens and 
stuffed animals in the Smithsonian in- 
stitution. This is the first Wright aero- 
plane, of a now obsolete type, and pur- 
chased by the government at a cost of 
$30,000. 


Secretary Stimson has mapped out for 


the future a scheme of development 
which will build up the air fleet com- 
mensurate with the necessity of keepinj 
the military status among the nations of 
the world. Mr. Stimson believes that 
first of all. there should be five training 
schools, known as "centers of aviation,' 
to be situated, one on the Atlantic coast 
one on the Great Lakes, one on the gul 
coast, and one at some central interio 
point, together with as many "auxiliary 
centers" as it may be possible to organ 
Ize, with a view to having a school of in 
struction in each state. 


Centers of Aviation. 


These centers of aviation are intondet 


io train officers of the regular army 
and organize militia as aviators, to train 
enlisted men as aeroplane mechanics, to 
investigate and test aviation devices, to 
study meteorology as applied to aviation, 
wireless telegraphy as applied to avia- 
tion, military topography, reconnoitcring 
rom aircraft, the dropping of projectiles 
rom aircrafts, the use of sroall arms and 
machine guns from airship*, thc design 
of military aircraft, and all other matters 
tending to improve the military aviation 
service. 


Second, the war department proposes 


the organization of three aviation squad 
rons as the complement for one fielc 
armv of regular troops thus being an al 
lowancc of one squadron for cnch di 
vision, and one for thc headquarters o 
the army. 


Squadron of Machines. 


It is expected to specialize for eacb 


field army a company or squadron of 
extra-powerful machines 


umber of machines for use in connec- 
011 with the field artillery. 
In addi- 


on to this it is proposed to organize 
;wo aerial squadrons for the Philippine 
lands, one for Hawaii, one for Panama, 
nd not less than eight-made iip of "aero 
nits" for use at fourteen groups of coast 
efense stations in the United States. It 
s believed that with the air fleet thus 
istributcd it would become an invalu- 
able aid not only to the land army, but 
also to the navy. 


In addition, Mr. Stimson thinks that 


all mobile troops in addition to one fielc 
irray should be provided with aviatioi 
sen-ice from the organized militia, with 
the assistance of the staff of the five 
training schools or "aviation centers," tho 
allowance of aeroplanes to he in the same 
proportion as for the regular establish 
ment, that is to say, one squadron fo 
each division of troops.

provisions of the article of confederation. 
After the revolutionary war the colonios 
incurred a heavy war debt and the ar- 
ticles of confederation were insufficient to 
collect revenue to pay this debt, and 
therefore the colonies were 
compelled 


either to perfect the articles of confed- 
eration, or to prepare a new plan, alto- 
gether, ^vhich latter course was finally 
adopted and 
the constitution 
of the 


United States was evolved. It has been 


11 pronounced by philosophers and sages to 


be tho greatest political document which 
has ever emanated from the brain of 
man; but although it was finally ratified 
by tho states and adopted, it took the 
civil war and the sacrifice of many thou- 
sands of lives to establish its supremacy. 


"One of the patriots of our 
country 


foretold the dreadful calamity of the-civil 
war," continued the speaker. "The god- 
like Webster, in reply to Senator Hayne,'
